trict Attorney ('.irkhii!. The latter 
officer denies thsi lie has had any such 
correspondence, aud says he knows 
nothing of the story, and, if he did, 
should not feel at liberty to talk about 
it for publication.

Counsel Scoville arose to mike a per- 
sonal explanation, in which he sjid 
there had been no disagreement between 
himself and Mr. llnbin^on, as would ap- 
pear from certain pub icationa, and in 
conclusion be said Mr. Robinson would 
render all the aid possible in the case, 
and that they would work in harmony.
